Lord Bennett first came into close touch with the World's Evangelical Alliance during the 
late European war. He had heard of the united War Prayer Meetings, and gave an 
interview with the General Secretary. This led to opportunity to bring before Lord Bennett. 
the wider services of the Alliance in the national interest, and there can be no doubt he 
"Saw, not only in its remarkable past history, but in its future outlook a movement vital to 
his strong and forthright affirmations of his fz ith in the glorious destiny of the British Empire, 
and a strong bulwark for the maintenance of the Evangelical Faith, which he himself avowed, 
being a regular Bible reader and a humble L eliever in the power of prayer. 

_ Thus Lord Bennett was atracted to the Centenary Celebrations of the Alliance. He read 
the Scripture at the great Festival of Thanksgiving in the Royal Albert Hall, and subse- 
quently presided at the Centenary Luncheon at the Connaught Rooms, which, although 
unknown at the time, was his invitation to a notable gathering of some four hundred 
guests. On June 3rd of this year he attended the Reception at the Caxton Hall to mark 
the 101st Birthday of the Alliance, and the writer will ever remember Lord Bennett's 
reaffirmation as he left the hall of his belief in the importance of the work of the Alliance, 
at home and overseas. r 

Let us hear Lord Bennett's voice once again. He is speaking at a united gathering 
arranged by the Alliance, and reminded those present of the responsibilities arising from the 
fact that the war had taken place in a Christtian Europe, while war itself is at variance with 
all the teachifigs of the. Christian Faith. He said: Our Christian Faith has been beaten 
back to-day; it has been beaten back in many so-called Christian countries... . It is 
because we have neglected Christianity, and its teachings, that we have conditions that we 
have in the world to-day- Lord Bennett concluded 

We have-got to have a great spiritual awakening in this country. I have no hesita- 
tion in saying that. We think of that great spiritual power that swept over this country _ 
in the days of Wesley, and his associates, that saved this country from the horrors of the 
French Revolution.
